ES — god meanes as haue been heretofoꝛe bled vponthe like occaſion, 
and foie others, which by a due and ſeaſonable execution, may by Gods bleſſing ) pꝛeuent 
thoſe extremities, which otherwiſe the ſcarcitie thꝛeatued, may being kooꝛth, doeth by this 
7018 Pꝛoclamation publiſh and declare His Royall pleaſure and Commandement therein, fo2 
the good of his people, in the ſcucrall Articles here enſuing, 

Firſt, vheras His Maieſli: hath with the aduice ok His ſaid Pztuie Counſell,canſcd a Booke 
of Orders, koꝛ pꝛeuenting and remedping the dearth of G:aine and Utctuall, (which was 
firſt concetued and made in the tune of the late Qucene Elizabeth, and afterwards renewed in 
the tine of His Maieſties Nopall Father of bleſſed memoꝛp) to bee agame remſed and enlar⸗ 
ged with lome neceſſary additions, grounded vpon the Statutes made ſince the firſt publiſh⸗ 
ing thereof, and hach taken care foꝛ repunting of the ſame; wherebp particular directions 
are giuen foꝛ ſuppꝛeſſing the abuſes and oſtentes ok JIngrollers, Badgers, Bꝛoggers, Carri⸗ 
ers, and Bupers of Coꝛzne, Mault makers, Bꝛewers, Bakers, Milners, and others Tra⸗ 
ding in Coꝛne, as allo foꝛ cauſing the Alſize of Bꝛead and Beere to bee truelp kept, and the 
Markets duely ſupplyed with Coꝛne, and the poozefi:ft lerued and pꝛouided for, with other 
like clauſes to the good purpole afozclayd : His Maieſtie ſtraitly chargeth and commandeth, 
alwellthe Loꝛd Maioꝛ, Reco2der , Aldermen and Sheriffes ofthe Citie of London, and all o- 
ther Officers and Miniſters of the ſayd Citie, as alſo all and ſingular Sheriffes, Juſtices of 


Peace , and other Officers and Miniſters in the ſenerall Counties of this Realme , and all 
£Daiozs, Sheriffes, Bapliffes, Aldermen, and other Magiſtrates, Officers and Miniſters 
ofall other Cities and Townes Coꝛpoꝛate, that they and euerp ok them, within their leue⸗ 
rall Limits and Juriſdictions reſpectiuely, doe carefully and diligently put in due and ſpee⸗ 
die execution the laid Oꝛders and Directions, and euerp ofthem, accoꝛding to his Maieſties 
expꝛeſſe pleaſure therein ſignified, as they will auoyd his Mateſties iuſt indignation, and ſuch 
further puniſhments as ſhall oz map bee inflicted vpon them foꝛ their neglect of any the dne- 
tles of their ſeuerall plates, and the contempt of this his Dateſties Royall Commandement. 

And becauſe in the ſcarcitie of Cozne , the plenty and cheapneſſe of other Uictnals, may 
helpe to giue ſome eaſcand reliefeto the pooze, andthe foꝛbearing of Fleſh, alwell in the time 
of Lent, as vpon other Fiſh-dayes, may bee a good meanes to dꝛaw downe the pꝛices of 
Fleſh, and will alſo be a good 1ncouragement fo2 the Trade of Fiſhing, when the certain 
Uent and Sale of Fiſh ſhall be pꝛouided foz. 

And whereas Hts Maieſſ ie vpon ſome of theſe conſiderations, yath by His Highneſſe Þ20- 
tlamation bearing date at the Court at & bite Hall, the eighteenth day of January lat paſt, 
ſet downecertatne Oꝛders and particular Directions ko reſtraint of killing, dꝛelling, ind ea- 
ting of Fleſh in Lent, and vpon other Fiſh-dayes, to be duely and ſtrictly obſerued, both foz 
the time of Lent then following, and foz all ſacceeding times, as thereby appeareth ; His 
Maieſtie hath iuſt cauſe to be offended at the Supine remiſſeneſſe, and wilfall contempt genes 
rally committed and ſuffered by the inoꝛdinate libertie taken by all loꝛts of people againſt the 
good and wholeſome Oꝛders contcined in the ſaid Pꝛotlamation, bpon luch weightie Rea- 
ſons grounded, and in ſuch ſtrict termes delincred and eniopned. 

And therekoꝛe being reſolued to take a moꝛe ſtrict account thereof foꝛ the time to tome, both 
at the hands of the Officers to whom the execution thereofis committed, and of euerp pꝛiuate 
perlon that ſhall pꝛeſume to dilobey the ſame ; eſpecially in this time of generall feare, and ex⸗ 
pectation of Dearth f o 350d aud politique rule and oꝛder the lame be not in lome good mea- 
ſure pꝛeuented) doth hereby ſtraightly charge and command alwell the Lozd Maloꝛ of the 
Citie of London, foꝛ ànd within the laid Citie and te Liberties thereof, and ail and ſinguler 
Yaios, chtefe Officers of other Cities, and Townes Co2pozate, and alſo the Juſtices of 
Peace, within the leuerall Counties of England and Wales, that they and euery of them within 
the ſeuerall limits of their Commiſſions and Juriſdictions reſpectiuely, doe foꝛthwith moze 
diligently and carefully lee and cauſe that the ſaid Pꝛotlamation of the eighteenth of January 
laſt, and all Articles and Claules therein contained, be both in Leut next, and at all other times 
from hencefozth duely and ſtrictly oblerued and perfoꝛmed in euery point, vpon paine of his 
Maieſties high diſpleaſure, and ſuch Penalties as by the Lawes of this Realme map bee in 
flicted vpon the offenders, foꝛ their neglect oꝛ contempt of his Maieſtie oz his Lawes, vpon 
thisſccond warning. 

And whereas by an ancient and laudable Cuſtome no luppers were wont to bee kept on 
Fridayes, oz the Eues of Fcaſts commanded to be faſted, no: vpon wedneldapes, oꝛ Satur⸗ 
dapes in the Ember Weekes and time of Lent, but a generall abſtinente from Suppers on 
thoſe nights: And the lame courle is to this day foꝛ the mioſt part obſerned, not onely in his 
Maieſties moſt Honourable houſhold, and in the Families of moſt of the Hobilitie and great 
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men of the Kingdome ; but allo in the Innes of Court and Chanterie, and in the Colledges 
and Halls of both Uniuerſities, and all other publique places of good oꝛders, and in the 
houſes of many Knights and Eſquiers that are moſt commended fo2 good Houſe keeping, ac⸗ 
toꝛding to the ancient manner of England, fo2 which this Realme hath heretofoꝛe been ſo much 
honoured. HDowbeit that good and laudable tuſtome is daily moꝛe and moze neglected, and 
that good oꝛder bꝛoken clpecially in Tauernes, Innes, Oꝛdinaries, honſes of Dicing and 
Playing Cookes houſes, and other Uz:ctuailing houſes, where commonly there is moze waſte 
and erceſſe on the Faſting nights, then tit any time of the weeke beſides. | 

His Maicſtie therckoꝛe doth ftratohtly charge and command that this ſaid ancient and lau⸗ 
dable tuſtome bee ſtrictly oblerued in all and lguler Tauernes, Innes, Ozdinartes: houſes 
of Diting and Plap, Cookes houles aud other Uictualing Houſes, and that no Suppers 
bee in them, oꝛany of them, oz by the ewicrs of them o2 any of them, o2 their ſeruants 
had, dꝛeſſed oꝛ pꝛouided foꝛ to be eaten either in their owne houſes, oz elſewhere , vpon any 
the Faſting nights afozeſaid ; And that in the Bonds o2 Recogntzances to bee taken of 
them foꝛ obleruation of Lent and Fiſh daycs, this Article be ſpecially remembꝛed and pꝛo 
mded foz. 

And as his Maieſtie doeth commaund thts courſe to bee obſernedin the places afo:cſaid, 
fo hee doth with the Aduite of his Pꝛiuie Counlell, commend thei ſame] courſe to the reſt 
of His Subietts in their pztuate Families, in this time of ſcarcity, and that they would 
out of that which ſhall bee laued by this abſtincuce, and by their ſober and moderate dyct at 
other times, charitably and bountikully emplop ſome good pꝛopoꝛtion towards the reliefe of 
thoſe, that ſhall bee in penury and want, and would bee glad to bee refreſhed with the meas 
neſt of that foode which is ſuperfluonſly ſpent in Rich-mens houſes. 

And koꝛ the ſame end, His Maieſty by like Adnice of His Pꝛiuy Counſell doeth will and 
oꝛdapne, that the vſuall Feaſts at the Halles of Companies in London, which at other times 
haue beene, and may bee bled, bee, during the time of Sickeneſſe oz Dearth this peere foꝛ⸗ 
bozne. | 

And becauſe the ſayd Societies and Companies ſhall by this meanes of putting oner their 
Feaſtes, ſpare much money of that which hath beene Heretofoze vſually ſpent that way, 
Hts Mateſtie doeth ſpectally recommend it vnto them; that thoſe who ſhould haue bozne 
the Charge ot thoſe Feaſtes, would allow, if not moꝛe, yet at the leaſt the one halfe of what 
that Charge would haue come vnto, towards the reliefe of che pooꝛe, which being oꝛder⸗ 
ly diſburſed, will bee a great comfozt vnto them, and will bee a matter of great Charitie in 
the doers thereof, and beeing by them accozdingly perfozined, Hts Maieſtie will grati⸗ 
ouſly accept thereof, and will finde meanes to gine them their due commendation and 
Right, as onthe contrary, Hee ſhall haue cauſe to remember the hardneſſe of their hearts, 
which in this time of want (hall ſhew themlelues ſo mercileſſe, as not to diſtribute vpon the 


pooꝛe, one halfe of that, which they would bee content to ſpend on a Feaſt, which may well 
bee ſpared.

And whereas Hts Mateſhe is infoꝛmed, that ſundzy Merchants, Strangers and N- 
liens of Foꝛraigne Countreys, in Amitte with His Maieſtie, haue been heretofoꝛe accuſtos 


med to bꝛing their Shippes and other Ueſſels from their owne Countreys, into ſome of the

Poꝛtes, Hauens, oz Creekes of England oz Wales, Unuictualled of purpole, that vnder co⸗ 
lour of taking in a ſupply of Frech Uittuals foꝛ their neteſſities, they might Uictuall them⸗ 
ſelues, and their Shippe Companp from Hence foz other long Uopages, whereby ſuch 
Strangers haue beene ſuffered to carry away much of the Coꝛne and Uictuals, where- 
withall His Maieſties owne Subiects ſhould haue beene ſuſtapned and relieued, and they 
by that meanes pinched with want, which in time of Startitie is by no meanes to bee luf⸗ 


kered. 


Dis Maieſtie theretoꝛe Docth by this Pꝛotlamation gine in expꝛelle Charge and Com⸗ 
mand, as well the Lozd Maioz of London, fo2 the Poꝛt of London, as to all Maioꝛs and o⸗ 
ther Magiſtrates of the Out Poꝛts, and all Creekes and Harboꝛough Townes, and to all 
Sherittes and Juſtices of Peace of the Daritine Counties, as allo to all Cuſtomers, Comp- 
trollers, Searchers, and other His Mateſttes Officers of His Cuſtomes, and to euerp of 
them reſpectinely , that they in no Wiſe ſuffer any ſich thing to bee done hereafter : Not- 
withſtanding, Jtanyluch Aliens oz Strangers ſhall with their Ships oꝛ other Ueſſels by 
diſtreſſe of weather at Sea, oz other ineutavieacceident be duuen into any the Pozts,Hauens, 
Creeks 02 Harbozoughs afozeſapd; His Daicſtters well pleaſed, that they ſhall haue libertic to 
pꝛouide and take vpſuch quantities of Aictuals, and pꝛopoztion of neceſſaries for therr Ship- 
Company onely, as by the Toꝛd Mato: of London foz the Pozt of London, oꝛ by the Mato? 
oꝛ chiefe Magiſtrate of the layd Poꝛt Towne, Bauen o2 Creeke in the Out Poꝛts, where 
the layd Ship ſhall be dꝛiuen in, and by two ok the nert Juſtices of Peace of the County ad 
ioyning, ſhall bee thought fit to bee allowed foꝛ their neteſlary ſuſtenance, in their returne in 
to their owne Countreys onely, and not otherwile; And theſe pꝛopoꝛtions io allowed by them 
to be let downe in waiting, vnder their hands, to be certified to the Lo2d Treaſurer of England. 
within fourty dapes after ſuch allowance ginen. 


And in like manner, Dis £YJaieſtze doeth hereby gine a ſpeciall Charge as well to the 
Toꝛd 13.1102 of the Citie of London, and all £Baios and Pagiſtrates of the Out-Poꝛtes, 
as allo to ali Sheriffes, and Juſtices of Peace of the £Jaritine Counties, and all and ſingu⸗ 
lar Bis Maieſties Officers of His Cuſtomes, foz their ſeuerall Limites, places of atten⸗ 
dance, and Juriſdictions reſpectinely, that the Articles ſpetified in the laid Impunted Wooke 
of Oꝛders fo: reſtrayning the Erpoztation of Tozne and Uictuall be duely and carcfully ob- 


ſerued and put in execution. 


Laſtly, His Maieſtie doeth hereby lignifie and detlare to all and ſingular Maiozs, She: 
riffcs, Juſtices of Peace, Bapliffes, Aldermen, and other His Officers, Miniſters and 
Subiects whome it may concerne ; That as his Mateſtte hath publiſhed this His Royalf 
Pꝛoclamation, and the ſayd Jmpanted O2ders foꝛ the ſacety, weale and plenty of His peo⸗ 
ple, and foꝛ the pꝛeleruing of the lines and health of the pooꝛe, againſt Famine, and the 
dileales which follow the want of wholeſonic foode and doubteth not but good effects will 
enſue thereof, if euerx man in his place will readily and willingly put to a helping hand 
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{oz the exccution of the good Oꝛders conteined in the ſayd Booke, and in this His P20- 
clamation: So, ik by neglect, o2 contempt hercok, thoſe cuill effects which may then bee 
fcared, doe enſue, His Maieſtie and his Thzone are innocent , And the offendours as 
they map well expect the inſt Judgement of Almighty God, lo let them bee aſſured , that 
His Maieſtie will require a ſtrict and leuere accompt of them, and inflict ſuch puniſhment 
on them, as thoſe perſons deſerue, who doe incurre His High diſpleaſure and indigna- 
tion, and as may tultly bee inflicted vpon the contemners of His Royall Commandement 


in a caſe of ſuch neceſſity and impoꝛtance.
